Enquiry Continued To-day. 


The enquiry into the Shatia 
shooting incitent was resumed 
before -Mr. J. R. Wood this after- 
noon, at the Magistracy. 7" 

The Crown Solicitor (Mr. G. H. 
Wakeman,) efter briefly referring 
to the ewants of the strike, opened 
with a detailed account of the 
situation as it was on the day 
when the incident which now 
formied tha subject of the enquiry 
took place. Towards the end 
of February, be — said, it 
appeared that a large pumber of 
people were leaving the Colony 
and the Governor-in-Council had 
to make ano order on the 28th. 
February, under the provisions of 
the  Travellers* Restriction 
Ordinance, prohibiting any per- 
son from leaving the Colony 
without = permit. The police 
force had been entrusted with the 
duties of enforcing the Ordinance 
which applied to the main roads, 
as well aS sek routes 
and railway. It was disclosed 
thata large number of Chinese 
were endearouring, subsequent to 
thie Order, to proceed out of the 
Colony by way of the New 
Territories and large nurpbers 
were sent back every day by the 
police. On 2nd. March, tha police 
received information thst s 
large crowd of strikers 
was to leave Yaemsti for 
the border at midnight on that 
day or early next morning. The 
police had to request the assist- 
ence of the mititary, and & party 
OF between forty_and: sixty of the 
militery was patrolling the road 
up to four o'clock in the morning 
of the 3rd, Mr. Wakeman then 
described the evenie leading cp 
to the actual incident.” - : 

Coming to the sesuel shooting. 
Mr. ‘Wakeman described the 
crowd as being nasty-tempered 
and threatening. The Indian 
troops were put into motor buses, 
which broke down, and bad to 
proceed on foot. All the time 
the crowd was’ getting deoser 
and it was difficult for Mr. King 
and the other officers to make a 
way. The D, S. P. shouted tothe 
crowd to go back, but the mob 
shouted back that they would not 
doso. They said they would not 
return. They were going to 
Canton. They hed not broken 
the Jaw, and there was no food in 
Hongkong/ Waving their hats 
and sticks, the crowd pressed 
forward and the police had to 
give way. “The D.S.P. informed 
the mob that if they did not go 
back the troops would fire. 

The crowd replied that they 
would not go back. They would 
die there. Two of the ringlazders 
pushed their way to the front 
acd called ont; “Come on; 
strike!” Mr. King got bold of 


one of them by the band and}

- Exploring a strange trail with

found an igloo, nearly buried in 
snow. Inside was Eskimo or 
half-breed, clothed in furs. A 
notebook in a corner of the hut, 
together with-papers and bits_of 
metalapparently partsof a sex- 
tant.caught Mr. Clark’seye, and 
examination of the book disclosed 
the mame of Dr. Fredericok A. 
Cook. Tha pages contained notes 
on weather, latitodinal acd longi- 
tudinal data, condition of ica 
floes, and other memoranda, 
Eighty-nine degrees was the 
farthest north position decipher- 
eble. 


With the help of his guide, the:

- WHE GOVERNMENT VINDICATED. ° 


By the prompt publication of a detailed statement 
setting forth the part it played in the strike negotiations. 
the Hongkong Government has acted wisely. Since the 
settlement there has, unhappily, been a deal of loose and 
foolish talk, creating ap impression. which has gone far 
afield, that the Government made an ignominions surrender 
to,the strikers and, acted ina generally weak and temporis- 
jpg manner throughout the crisis. ‘If there are still 
those who hold that view, we would commend to thema 
careful and studied reading of the Government statement. 
together with the replies to Mr. Pollock's quertes. 
statement makes it abundantly clear that the Government 
was in no wise responsible for the terms agreed ‘upon 
between owners and men and that it took no part whatever 
in the discussion of the economic points at issue, And 
the replies to Mr. Pollock's questions dispose once and for 
‘all of the idea so widely prevalent that the local Ad- 
ministration was ordered by the Imperial Government to 
settle the dispute and that it brought pressure upon 
the owners to end it at all costs. The activities of tbe 
Hongkong Government were confined to tendering its good 
offices to sides, 2s occasion offered, and to the taking 
of steps to preserve peace and order and for securing the 

maintenance of essential services. 

Most of the critics of the Government whom we have 
encountered have indulged in complaints of a very general, 
if strongly denanciatory, character. Asked to be specific, 
they have only been able to defend their attitude b 
vaguest of allegations. ‘A close reading of the Govern- 
ment’s statement, however, not only discounts the charge of 
yacillation, but makes it clear that the Government firmly 
resisted more than one of the demands made by the men's 
leadgrs. Let us be specific. It was demanded, for example, 
that seamen should in future be employed solely through 
the Union, and that no agreement between owners and 
men should be valid unless witnessed by the Union. Both 
those demands were refused by the Government. True, 
assent was giveD to an arrangement by which seamen. may 
have the advantage of the presence of an interpreter at 
the signing on or off of articles, but, inasmuch as the 
agreements are in the English language, that is only just 
and right. Two other points upoa w ich the Government 
refused to give way concerned the suggested arbitration. 
In one, the Government declined to assent to the personnel 
of the Arbitration Board suggested by the seamen; in the 
other, it refused to agree to the proposal that arbitra- 

_ tion should take place in Canton. Now let us come to the 
: matter of the.reopening of the Union, concerning which 
there has been so wuch misinformed comment. On this 
issne, let it not be forgotten that the men’s leaders made 
the sending of delegates to Hongkong conditional upon the 

. reopening of the Union. To that, the Government firmly 
declined to listen. But the delegates came to Hongkong, 
none the less, and they later had to acquiesce in the 
Government decision that they must first announce & com 
settlement of the strike before the Union could. be

FAMINE CONDITIONS IN 
TWELVE PROVINCES. 


Two Million Dollars Released 
For Famine Sufferers. 


The Finance Commission of 
the Cuinese Government Famine , 
Re‘ief Bureau has released | 
$2 200,000 for the use of Relief: 
Committees in twelve provinces, } 
in which serious famina con- 
ditans prevail this year, partly 
fro:n jlood, partly from the loss of 
crops through drought, and partly 
From plagues of other varieties, 
such as opium growing and hail. 
This money, which bas been allo- 
cated by the Finsnce Commission, 
composed of eight Chinesa and 
sight foreigners, representing 
eight nationalities, to the twelve 
provinces after an intensive study 
of conditions in those provinces, 
is part of the money collected 
through the Customs surtax, that 
bas been running for nearly a 
year now and which is removed 
next month. 


That a serious situatiomobsains 
in these provircas can be seen’ 
from the telegran.s that have been 
received from the committees io 
the field. studying tha local con- 
‘ditions. “The people are dying 
now of starvation and cold at the 

rate of eighty’ day.” telegraphs 
tbe committeein Western Hunan. 
“We see them lying in the streats 
and highways. Hundreds of 
board cofins are being made for 
them. In dividing up the ten 

thousand dollars (already given 
them) we bardly know bow te 
begin. We cannot do much with 
it to help four hundred thousand 
faroine suferara,” 


Or again, from the Shanghai 
Committee, in charge of Kiangsu, 
Cheking, and ‘Anhwei: “Of the 
Kiangsu cities struck by the 
famine. nine are" very severely” 
hit, while seventeen are classed 
as “severely hit’. In Anhwej 
twenty cities are vary “severely 
hit,” while twenty-one ara 
classed as “severe.” In 
Chekiang vities the famine in 
Dine is “very severe” in seventeen 
it is “severe”. The grand total of 
destitute fer the three previnces 
is estimated at seven million two 
hundred thousand, not including 
“second class destitates.” 


From Anhwei comes a letter | 
telling of the floods: * We left 
Yingchowfu (northern Anhwei) 
by boat. reckoned that at 
least.one-tbird of the land wag 
unoder water, This proportion in- 
creased as we descended the river, 
until about halfway we found the 
inundation complete and from 
there onward, for ninety li (thiriy 
miles) “ we sailed through 
an apparently boundless 
lake, covering what on 
our upward journey seven 
weeks before ,bad been green 
fields. Thie state of affairs ex- 
tend for houdreds of miles ‘along 
the Hwai River, for up into’ Hon- 
‘an, and up all. the tributaries 

~ as well. Wherever the water 
reaches over this extensive ares 
the destruction of. the’ Automn 
crops is complete,” 


Mr. Kilburn retarned
